A balanced daily diet 
is nutritious and low-cost 


by David Woods 


“One should eat to live, not live 
to cat.” 

So said Moliere more than 300 
years ago, and his advice applies 
even more strongly in today’s gen- 
erally affluent society 

Trouble is, the first option — 
eating to live — is much easier said 
than done. Even those who eat in 
moderation often manage to eat the 
wrong foods, or the wrong mix of 
nutrients. The secret — for enjoy- 
ment, health, weight control — is 
a balanced diet. 

And a balanced diet doesn't 
mean an unbalanced budget. So- 
called “junk” foods — like candy 
and cookies, soft drinks, some 
cereals, and gelatin desserts, which 
add to your weight, but provide no 
nutrition — are generally no less 
expensive than “real” foods. 

Nutritionists say that you need 
something from each of five main 
categories of this “real” food every 
day. The categories are: milk, fruit, 
vegetables, cereal and bread, and 
meat or protein alternates such as 
fish, eggs or cheese. 

Depending on your age and the 
amount physical activity you en- 
gage in, the daily intake of these 
nutrients Will vary. In general, older 
people need less food because 
they're less active, 

A useful guide to daily intake 
requirements appears in Easy Eat- 
ing, a pamphlet published by the 
Ontario Ministry of Health. In it,

adult is considered to include: one 
and a half cups of milk a day; two 
Servings of fruit or fruit juice, in- 
Cluding some containing vitamin C, 
like orange or lemon; two Servings 
of vegetables, preferably yellow or 
green, and frequently raw; one 
Serving of potatoes; bread: whole 
grain cereal; and one serving of 
meat, fish or poultry — or some 
other protein source, 

That may sound like a lot to 
remember, but eating these foods 
1S an easy enough habit to get into. 
If you're a between-meals snacker 
try to choose something from those 
Categories, too, instead of opting 
for the convenience of a chocolate 
bar or a cookie, Nutritionists point 
out that if you're hungry, or need 
an energy lift, you'll do far better 
with real food than with a filler. 
Nutritions snacking can be had 
from milkshakes, nuts, cheese and 
crackers, muffins, or fresh fruit in 
season. 

There are no shortcuts to a well- 
rounded diet. You can’t, for exam- 
ple, make up for poor eating habits 
by swallowing vitamin pills. 

On the other hand, it’s easy 
enough to acquire a well-rounded 
figure — a fact supported by the 
Nutrition Canada survey, which 
found that about half of all Cana- 
dians are overweight. The solution, 
and the way to avoid all those fad- 
and-fancy dieting plans, is to eal 
sensibly to live.

The plan for the Lennox-Picton 
Transmission Line which was 
recently approved by Dennis 
Trimbrell, Minister of Energy 
for Ontario, is now being imple- 
mented according to representa- 
tives of Ontario Hydro.

lay out the specific right-of-way. 
Mr. Murray said Hydro property 
agents will talk to affected land 
owners and make minor site ad- 
justments if possible. He said 

the route and the equipment 

used is designed to keep disrup- 
tion to a minimum. 

An impact analysis used to 
determine the route was carried 
out in the 690 square mile study 
area. Present and future land 
use, agricultural land use, 
natural systems, natural resources 
and visual quality were investi- 
gated in the area which includes 
all of Prince Edward County and 
portions of Northumberland, 
Hastings and Lennox and Adding- 
ton Counties. 

Ontario Hydro has recommend- 
ed construction of a transformer 
station at Elmbrooke near Picton. 
A two-circuit 230 kV transmission 
line will then be installed be- 
tween the new station (PictonTS) 
and a point southwest of Napanee 
on the Lennox GS-Napanee TS 
transmission line egress. The 
proposed transmission facilities 


will consist of overhead conductors 


strung on 10.1 miles of steel 
lattice towers and 3.3 miles’ of 
steel poles and 1.1 miles of 
submarine cable to cross the 
Long Reach. The towers and 
poles would require a maximum 
right of way width of 110 ft. 
According to Mr. Murray, 
this route (maps of which can 
be obtained from Hydro's offices 
at Picton or Belleville) traverses 
areas considered to exhibit the 
least overall potential for signif- 
icant environmental impact. 
Areas of potential impact are 
the highway crossing of County 
Road 9, in North Fredericksburg 


Township, part of the slope on the 


east bank of Long Reach, the 
escarpment crossing at Green 
Point, the Highway 49 crossing 
in Sophiasburg Township and 
the agricultural lands near the 
proposed transformer station at 
Elmbrooke . 

All land owners affected by 
Hydro's need to expand are 
protected under Ontario law- 
The Expropriation Act. Mr. 
Murray said Hydro will follow 
the Act and explain to the 
owner the various choices avail- 
able to him and the compensation 
he can expect to receive.

The owners of land approved 
for expropriation will receive 
three formal notices; the Notice 
of Expropriation, Notice of 
Possession and Notice of Elec- 
tion. Hydro must then offer the 
owner immediate payment 
based on 100 per cent of the 
land's market value. The 
owner may accept this as final 
payment and/or seek additional 
compensation by three means. 
He can negotiate with Qntario 
Hydro, request the case be 
considered by the Board of 
Negotiations set up by the 
Ontario government. Finally 
he can ask that compensation 
be determined by Ontario's 
Land Compensation Board. 

Their decision is binding unless 
appealed to the Ontario Court 
of Appeal within 30 days. 

The owner also has three 
options regarding compensation. 
The land can be sold outright 
for a lump sum payment, a 
perpetual easement can be ne- 
gotiated for a Jump sum payment 
based on a standard formula, 


_ or perpetual easement can be 


sold in return for an annual 
payment adjustable yearly. 


John Muir, Public Relations 
Officer for Ontario Hydro said 
owners will probably not be 
contacted until early next 
summer. This will give Hydro 
time to assemble the ortho- 
photographic material which 
will be used to show the owner 
the exact location of the route.

Seat belt program 


in progress 

The Ontario government's 
public education seat belt pro- 
gram announced last winter 

by the Transportation dnd Com- 
munications Ministry has been 
in operation for some months 
now. 

The program is aimed at 
convincing motorists that seat 
belts can and do effectively 
prevent death and injury in 
car accidents. It is an inten- 
sive campaign including both - 
print and broadcast advertising, 
plus community and elementary 
school program packages. 

Before the program began, 
roadside and telephone surveys 
were taken across the province 
to gather figures on the number 
of drivers then using seat belts 
regularly. The figures showed 
that of the 6,000 drivers sur- 
veyed only 16.4 were seat belt 
users. Individually, Toronto, 
London and Kingston had the 
highest percentage of users, with 
20.6, 23.1 and 22.9 respectively. 

To evaluate the effective- 
ness of the campaign, these 
same surveys will be taken 
again this fall and the new 
figures compared.

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Eggs used in research 


The use of fertilized eggs is one of the tools that veterinary virol- 
ogists use to diagnose virus problems in livestock and pouitry. 
Why use eggs? The main reason is that viruses won't grow on 
artificial media. They will reproduce only in living cells like 
the ones present in fertilized eggs. 

To isolate the virus, technicians in a virology laboratory 
start with a tissue sample from one of the Veterinary Services 
Branch diagnostic laboratories. The sample is ground carefully, 
diluted with a special medium containing antibiotics to prevent 
bacterial growth, then passed through filters so fine that only the 
virus can pass. This filtered material containing the virus is then 
injected into susceptible fertilized eggs from a flock that has been 
determined to be disease-free. 

As the embryo develops, veterinary virologists are able to 
identify the suspected virus and suggest proper control or treatment, 
which saves producers time and money with a relatively fast and 
accurate diagnosis.

In Ontario, a large number of 
people are putting their troubles 
behind them — literally. 

In a province with eight million 
inhabitants, there are an estimated 


400,000 new and recurring cases of 
back pain every year, and the 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
deals with some 20,000 claims an- 
nually for back problems alone 

One of Ontario’s more than 200 
orthopedic surgeons describes this 
as a vast problem — almost an 
epidemic. Moreover. he thinks 
that perhaps as much as 80 per 
cent of so-called low back pain is 
preventable 

Typically, he says. it accom- 
panies obesity, poor posture and 
improper lifting. In the obese. the 
pot belly, with its lack of muscle 
fone, hangs out and pulls the spine 
forward in an accentuated arch 

This, added to a steadily decreas- 
ing suppleness of the spine that 
occurs as one gets older, sets the 
scene for disc problems that cause 
some, but not all, low back pain. 
Particularly susceptible to these 
troubles are manual workers, 
gardeners, and sportsmen or hause- 
wives who engage in sudden move- 
ments that put strain on the spine. 

Poor posture is a major factor 
contributing to low back pain. 
Ideally, people should be taught to 
sit and stand properly in childhood 
so they can benefit for a lifetime 
from good postural habits. It also 
helps to sleep on a firm mattress 
offering proper support to the spine. 
Interestingly, there is less low back 
pain in certain Eastern countries 
where people squat to talk or eat — 
a position that’s automatically more 
natural to the spine than sitting in 
an armchair. 

Lifting the wrong way is another 
common cause of back pain. The

Staying fit and trim

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correct Way to lift is by bending the 
legs and not the back. Lifting by 
stooping Over with the arms ex- 
tended can put many pounds of 
pressure on the spinal column, 
inevitably causing damage and pain. 

People who wear high-heel and 
platform-sole shoes can suffer from 
back pain as a result of spine arch- 
ing. These people are often seen 
in doctors’ offices and hospital 
emergency wards for back trouble 
caused in this way 

The best way to prevent back 
pain — which, incidentally, can-be 
an extremely painful affliction — is 
fo stay fit and trim and to avoid 
sudden strain on the spine 

For those prone to the problem, 
swimming is the best form of ex- 
ercise because the body weight is 
supported, while all joints and 
muscles are exercised. Tennis and ~ 
golf, by contrast, may aggravate 
the situation because they involve 
bending and stooping — and a 
twisting effect caused by swinging 
the club or racquet 

Persistent back pain requires 
assessment by a physician to deter- 
mine what causes the pain, which 
could be a manifestation of prob- 
lems other than in the spine. Prob- 
lems could stem from the kidneys 
or other internal organs, for in- 
stance 

Also, a great deal of back trouble 
is related to affluence — too much 
food and/or too much lounging 
around doing nothing. People who 
have had gall bladder surgery, or 
hysterectomies, may suffer from 
back pain because of the poor 
muscle tone that often follows these 
operations. By doing the appropri- 
ate exercises after surgery, they 
may regain muscle tone. But for the 
most part, back pain is not only one 
of our commonest health problems, 
it’s also one of the easiest to avoid, 
if you don’t turn your back on it. 


! REGULAR OR DIET 


In a reducing diet the aim is to cut down on calories while 
maintaining the intake of necessary vitamins, minerals, protein 
and carbohydrates. The do-it-yourself dieter tends to equate 
carbohydrates with calories and feels that if he is to cut down 
calories he must cut out carbohydrates. To the contrary, an 
estimated 100 grams of carbohydrates a day is considered by 
nutrition authorities to be necessary for good health. An aver- 
age slice of enriched bread supplies about 75 calories

ing it on to you hoping you will 
try and enjoy it. 


My Favorite Turkey or Chicken 
Stuffing (For 10-12 lb bird) 


Use day or two-old cracked 
wheat bread to make coarse 
bread crumbs or use commercial 
stuffing mix. 

1 can (10 oz) vegetable soup 
strained and rinse vegetables 
well in cold water 

1] Cup diced onion 

1 Cup celery cut fine 

1 Cup apple cut fine 

1 Tspn sage 

4 Tspn salt 

4 Tspn pepper 

+ Cup melted butter 

4 Cup hot water 

1 tin (10 oz) mushrooms drained 
and cut fine. 


Mix ingredients well and stuff 
into turkey, cover cavity with 
a crust or slice of bread. Also 
stuff neck and insert skewers. 
To hold juices in turkey brush 
well with a vegetable oil, top 
and bottom. Sprinkle with 
paprika and leave uncovered. 
Put ir ore-heated oven at 
450-50UF for 4 hour, Spooning 
more oil over the bird until 
golden brown. Lower heat 
to 300 F and leave covered 
for about 23 hours. Add water 
after first haur for gravy.

1 Quart milk 

2 Cups diced cooked turkey 


Saute celery, apple and onion 
in butter until onion and apple 
are tender but not brown. Blend 
in flour, curry powder, salt and 
pepper. Add milk, cook, stir- 
ring constantly until thickened. 
Add turkey, heat to serving 
temperature.

September 10 found the group 
returning to the mainland after 
a very enjoyable stay on Prince 
Edward Island, and heading 
on ro equal sights on the Cabot 
Trail. After an overnight stop 
at Pleasant Bay, the group 
started the magnificent drive 
around the Cabot Trail, along 
miles of rugged coastline, 
through Cape Smokey and the 
Cheticamp Mountains. 

The next two nights were 
spent in Halifax, N.S. which 
included a S-hour tour of the 
city, taking in such famous 
places as Peggy's Cove, Nation- 
al Historic Park, Halifax Citadel 
Hill which offers a lovely view 
of Halifax Harbour and Dart- 
mouth, the fort and the museum. 
The museum contains the guns 
and uniforms of many different 
regiments and countries, antique 
furniture and a statue of the 
Cape Breton giant, Angus 
Macaskel who stood 7 ft 9 in. 
tall, had a girth of 80 in. and 
weighed 455 lbs. The grour 
was allowed two hours for a 
shopping spree and then went 
on tour of the north end of 
Halifax which was completely 
destroyed in the 1917 explosion. 

With the kind permission 
of our guide and spokesman, 
Mr. W.Sager, a brief stop was 
made at Port Hood, Margaree 
Harbour where Mr. and Mrs.

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University of Guelph defends 
grain feeding of beef cattle. 


A University of Guelph 
animal scientist has cited as 
‘misleading’ reports that using 
beef cattle as protein 
producers is an inefficient 
method of using grain, 
especially in a protein short 
world 

Prof. David N. Mowat, ina 
recent interview, said that 
many claims have been made 
recently that producing beef is 
inefficient and wasteful 
because of the amount of 
grain fed, grain that could 
potentially be fed directly to 
humans 

‘To produce the quality of 
beef desired by North 
American consumers,” said 
Prof. Mowat, ‘a certain 
amount of grain feeding is 
usually necessary.” 

Grain feeding also speeds 
up the beef production 
process and helps to providea 
steady flow of the product 
through the food chain-year- 
round 

‘But how much grain is 
really consumed in producing 
beef,” questions Prof. Mowat 

Only part of a steer’s life is 
actually spent in a feedlot, he 
says 

‘Roughly two-thirds of the 
total slaughter weight of many 
steers is put on while grazing 
in the pasture or being fed 
hay. Pasture and hay are often 
produced on land not 
suitable for other types of 
cropping,’ he said 


‘In fact, approximately 
two-thirds of the world’s 
agricultural land is non-arable 
and only suitable for grazing 
In Ontario, non-arable land 
occupies some 38 per cent of 
the total agricultural land.” 

Economics also dictates the 
type of beef produced and the 
type of feed used, says the 
Guelph scientist. When grain 
is cheap higher levels are fed 
to cattle; when the price goes 
up, cattle rely mainly on 
roughages 
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Professor Mowat 

‘An increasingly important 
livestock feed source is food 
and industrial wastes, says 
Prof. Mowat, ‘such as 
brewer's grains, canning 
factory and grain milling 
wastes, and cereal ‘dockage’.’ 

In 1967, for example, food 
crop by-products accounted 
for about an eighth of the total 
feed units in livestock 
production in North America. 
That number has increased 


recently because of the 


concerns for pollution as-well 


as economics 


Other food and industrial 
wastes have the potential for 
being used as livestock feed, 
and research in this area is 
presently underway at the 
University of Guelph. 
Scientists, for example, are 
attempting to upgrade the 
energy available to cattle in 
cereal straw and corn stover, 
millions of tons of which are 
produced each year in the 
grain growing process. 


“Beef cattle do not compete 
with people fora large part of 
their nutrient sources,” said 
Prof. Mowat. ‘Indeed, it is 
only through cattle and sheep 
that a substantial part of our 
natural resources, such as 
pasture land and food and 
industrial crop wastes, can be 
converted to a form beneficial 
to man 


‘While significant quanti- 
ties of grain are still fed to beef 
cattle,” says Prof. Mowat, ‘its 
conversion to beef protein is 
much more efficient than 
most people realize. And just 
as important, the quantity and 
quality of protein in meat is 
greater than that of grain.” 


The minimal loss of 
efficiency which does occur, 
he says, should be viewed as 
“the price we pay forimproved 
nutritional quality and 
palatability.”

Strikes have become the 
favourite weapon of most unions 


and in many cases negotiations are 


merely a prelude to a strike. 
Unfortunately, the union official's 
pride is often the only bene- 
ficiary of a strike. 

Companies involved in a 
strike suffer a loss of business and 
a deteriorated working relation— 
ship with their employees. 

Union members pay for strikes 
with a loss of income which may 
take many months or even years 
to recover. In the long run they 
could even lose their jobs 
through staff cuts or the complete 
shutdown of their company. 

The public also suffers 
and suffers unfairly. The rising 
company costs in the form of 
wages are generally passed on 
to the consumer. Hardest hit is 
the non-union worker who can- 
not rely on a union strike to 
help him keep pace. These 
people may be superior workers, 
but they bear the brunt of union 
power and are dependent solely 
on the goodwill of their employ-

employers are human and their 
first concern is usually to in- 
crease or at least maintain 
their profit margin.

Today strikes result 
only in hardship and should be 
replaced by compulsory and 
binding arbitration.

Fall Gardening Tips 


Consider planting trees and 
shrubs this fall and give them 
a headstart on spring, suggests 
D.B.McNeill, Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food horti- 
culturist. Planting of ever- 
greens, trees and shrubs can be 
as'successful in the fall as in 
the spring, however, it is nec- 
essary to avoid planting them 
in windswept locations. 


The prime time to transplant 
trees and shrubs is late October, 
just after the leaves have drop- 
ped, and before freezeup.

to have a baby, you're aes 
entitled to pregnancy leave. 


This is what Ontario is doing 
to make certain you receive it. 


reasons not connected with pregnancy, but 
pregnancy alone cannot be the cause of 
dismissal where an employee is eligible for 
leave. 


An expectant mother is required to give 
two weeks’ notice in writing of the day she 
intends to leave. She is entitled to begin her 
leave any time within 11 weeks before the 
baby’s birth but she must take at least six 
weeks of her leave afterwards. If the em- 
ployer wishes the employee to begin her 
leave before she wants to do so, the em- 
ployer must prove that she is unable to 
perform her normal duties adequately. 


The employee is eligible for Unemploy- 
ment Insurance benefits during her preg- 
nancy leave (even if she does not intend to 
resume work when her leave expires) if she 
had at least 20 weeks of ensured employ- 
ment during the year before the birth. At 
least ten of the 20 weeks should have fallen 
between the 30th and the 50th weeks before 
the birth.

The present-day Royal 
Canadian Legion sprang from 
an amalgamation of 
veterans’ groups which tormed 
shortly after the end of the 
Great War in 1918, to combat 
the economic and administrative 
effects on returning soldiers. 


The various groups existing in 
Canada merged in 1925 to 
become the Canadian Legion 
and then in 1960 with royal 
assent became the Royal Can- 
adian Legion. 


The founders decided to 
stand for peace with strength and 
for loyalty to Canada, the 
Empire and the Monarchy. 

Their main concern was to 
safeguard veterans and their 
dependents, protect the fam- 
ilies of the fallen and to make 
sure that wartime sacrifices 
would be remembered. As early 
as 1926, the group sought 
amendments to the Pensions Act, 
the Soldier Settlement Act and 
the Civil Service Superannuation 
Act. The Legion's efforts 
not only improved legislation 

for Great War soldiers but later 
assisted those returning from the 
First and Second World Wars. 


More recently, the Royal 
Canadian Legion has been 
involved in and performed many 
public and community services, 
cd in many small Canadian 
communities , the local Legion } 
Hall is the only social centre. 
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Consumer Program Launched 


Ontario consumers need to 
know a lot more about credit, 
interest rates, budgets, 
financing, business practices 
and consumer protection laws, 
according to the Ontario 
Ministry of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations. 

And the lack of consumer 
awareness is nost prevalent 
among young adults: partic- 
ularly those at the high school 
level. 

This is the conclusion 
drawn from a year-long study 
conducted by the Ministry 
in Northwestern Ontario 
during the past year. 

The result is the laun- 
cing earlier this month of a 
communications program aimed 

to provide business, educators, 
cons umer groups, service clubs, 
libraries and other groups with 
resource materials to increase 
the consumer's awareness of 
money management and the 
protection they have under 


buying habits, compara- 
tive shopping and improved 
control of finances. 

The study conducted in 
ten communities ranging in 
population from 2,000 to 100, 
000 plus showed for example 
that: 

-consumers show frustration 
for what they feel are "unjust- 
ifiably" high prices. 

- there is a low knowledge 
of consumer protection laws. 

-credit counselling services 
are not readily available. 

-there is an appreciation 
by schools and business of the 
need for closer co-operation 
in establishing consumer edu- 
cation programs. 

-there is a strong feeling 
particularly among students, 
that the abuse of credit can 
lead to family problems. 

-consumers expressed 
difficulty in identifying 
where they can find dependable 
information related to consumer 
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conducted in the Northwestern 


region ot the province, there 
is evidence that the same 
problems and lack of consumer 
awareness exist throughout the 
province. 

The resource material 
to be used in the various pro- 
grams consists of information 
kits, educational aids, brochures, 
displays and audio-visual 
film strips. And although the 
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brunt of the campaign is now 
in the Northwestem region of 
the province it is expected to 
develop province-wide. 


The Ministry's view is 
that the program is double 
sided, one that consumers 
become more aware for their 
own benefit and, two, that 
business take a greater respon- 
sibility in making clear to 
customers their rights.

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Representatives of the Ministry 
of the Environment met with 
Prince Edward County council 
to discuss the possibility of 
establishment of a resource 
recovery plant in the Quinte 
area. A six-month study 

is now underway to investigate 
the possibility. The Resource 
Recovery branch say their 
goal is to establish a system 

of resource recovery plants 
across Ontario to recover all 
valuable wastes produced. In 
15 years it is hoped there will 
be enough plants to serve 90 
percent of the province's 
population. A recovery plant 
separates items such as metal 
cans to allow re-sale to 
new markets. Present ly 
there are no recovery plants in 
operation in Ontario. 


If you’ve ever felt like you've 
been “taken” after giving in 
to that slick sales pitch or 
buying a wonder product 
“guaranteed”’ for a lifetime, 
take heart. 

The Ontario Business 
Practices Act, which became 
effective May 1, 1975, can 
take the frustration out of 
such situations by giving 
you, the consumer, a way to 
claim redress if you’ve been 
the victim of an unfair 
business practice. 

The Act covers virtually 
every type of sales transac- 
tion between a vendor and 
an individual consumer. For 
the first time it sets out 
clearly what unfair business 
practices are and what rights 
and remedies the consumer 
has. The Act protects not 
only the consumer but the 
business community as well 
by unethical businessmen. 

Under the legislation, a 
salesman cannot, for ex- 
ample, encourage anyone to 
buy a product by making 
exaggerated, misleading or 
false claims about the pro- 
duct’s performance, quality, 
durability or the reason for 
its sales. Taking advantage 
of people who cannot pro- 
tect their own interests be- 
cause of age, sickness or a 
poor understanding of the 
language is also prohibited. 

If you are the victim of 
an unfair practice, there 
are three courses of action 
you may take. First, you 


Business Practices Act 


The problem of weeds and 


their control in the waterways 
in the Quinte area is under 
discussior, by the Canada-

waterways committee. The 
committee was told by a local 
marina owner in the Brighton 
area that weeds were extrem- 
ly bad and could something 
be done to keep them under 
control.

can hand-deliver or send by 
registered mail a letter ask- 
ing the company to cancel 
the agreement. This must 
be done within six months 
of the sale. Most businesses 
want to keep you as a cus- 
tomer, so they will try to 
negotiate a satisfactory 
agreement with you. 

A businessman who refu- 
ses to negotiate with you in 
good faith can be taken to 
court. For products and ser- 
vices under $400 you can 
sue in Small Claims Court. 
Proceedings are quite inex- 
pensive and a lawyer is not 
needed. However, if you go 
to a higher court, a lawyer 
should be consulted. 

The third remedy is to 
write to the Consumer Pro- 
tection Bureau of the Busi- 
ness |Practices Division in 

- the Ministry of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations. 
After the Bureau has re- 
viewed both sides of the 
case it can mediate between 
the consumer and the busi- 
nessman. 

Plain common sense is 
still the best protection 
against unfair practices. But 
if you do run into problems, 
the Act is there to help you 
solve them.

Fall Gardening Tips 


If you store your favorite plants 
properly over the winter, you 
will likely be assured of strong 
healthy plants the following 
year says R.F.Gomme, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food Horticulturist . 

Many plants die after frost 
occurs, however, dahlias, 
begonias and gladiolus will 
bloom for many years if they 
are properly cured and stored 
indoors for the winter. 


Dig up dahlias carefully 
and remove most of the soil 
from their roots. After cutting 
off dead stems, air-dry the 
tubers for two to three days on 
your lawn. When the tubers are 
dried, they can be placed in 
plastic bags containing air 
holes, or in a box of dry sand or 
peat. Store them ina cool, 
dry location in the basement 
at about 40 F. 

After cleaning and re- 
moving the dead stems from 
begonia tubers, store in flats 
or in a bag of dry peat moss. 

Treat gladiolus corms 
similarly to dahlias.

Spring-flowering bulbs such 
as tulips, daffodils, crocus and 
narcissus can be planted in the 
fall to ensure a colourful 
spring garden. Bulbs should 
be planted as soon as possible, 
allowing time for them to 
establish a root system before 
real freeze-up. If you are 
late in planting, cover the soil 
with a layer of straw or grass 
clippings to prevent excessive 
frost damage. The soil should 
be well worked and porous to 
ensure good root develpment. 
Allow at least a month after 
the blooms fade before cut- 
ting off about one-half of the 
leaves. This is because they are 
needed to replenish energy in 


‘the bulbs.
